A REPORT FROM YOUR SELECTBOARD 


This past year has been a very exciting one for your 
Beard of Selectpersans, and hopefully for you, the citizens 
af the Tawn of St. Albans. The rapid growth and development 
ef the Tewn has caused us te institute some changes in the 
way we da things, sc that we can cope with these problems in 
amare efficient manner, and hopefully make all of cur lives 
a little more comfortable as this develepment takes place. 

With the large number cof hames that are ta be 
censtructed in the near future, we find it imperative ta 
take action that will insure the expansian of cur tax base 
sc that we will all be able ta afford ta live here. Ta 
accomplish this qeal, and because cur present Industrial 
Fark is full, we have taken an option on 44 acres af land 
immediately south of the park. We are in the process of 
trying ta develop this parcel immediately. We alsa have 
taken an option on 76 acres easterly off the Brigham Road. 
We deo not have the funds available at this time to develop 
beth parcels at the same time. That 15 why you are being 
asked te vote to provide funds ta purchase the Brigham Road 
land. 

This past year, the Board has deemed it necessary tea 
replace cur part time fening Administratar ¢€ Mr. Robert 
Corliss, whe has retired after many years cf devated 
service) with a full time position that hasS a primary 
function af foning Administrator. We are alse in the process 
of expanding cur fanning Board ta nine members, and in the 
next three years na member will have ta serve an bath 
Flanning and 2oning. This will alse provide the opportunity 
for more citizens ta participate in the process. 

A system of Impact Fees has been put in place. These 
fees are to be paid for new construction that contributes ta 
the gqreawth of the Town. This will help to ease the burden on 
the present taxpayers for the additional needs of the Town, 
due ta grawth. 

The Capital Budget Committee has been working for the 
past two years an a Capital Budget far the Town. This 
preqram will previde us with a plan for the Capital needs of 
the Town aver the next five years, as a result of the 
anticipated growth of the Town. A vote on this budget should 
be ready for you within the next couple of months. We urge 
you to attend the hearings that will be held sca that you 
will understand, be familiar, and comfortable with the 
Capital Budget. 
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The ST. Albans Town Board Of Selectpersens has had two 
meetings with the St. Albans City Council, and mare are 
flanned. The purpese af these meetings is ta explore the 
areas of problems and mutual cancerns, where we might be 
able to assist one another. 

The Selectboard has amended cur Road Grdinance ta 
better spell out the conditions. that must be met before the 
Town will consider taking cover a read. We alsa have adanted 
a Step Sign Ordinance thereby making our stop signs 
legal.The speed limits of the Town are being reviewed and 
they should be updated shortly. 

Qver the past twe years, much work has been done te 
refurbish your Town Hall. The second floar has been redone 
and 18 being used partly for our Soening Administratear's 
office. Much af the remaining space will eventually be 
secticaned aff with portable partitions toe create ather 
affices as needed. New storm windows and windew casings have 
heen installed. The bricks have been pointed and a new roof 
igs in place. We need more work on the main floor ta be dene 
this year te complete the project.This will mainly cansist 
of rebuilding the window casings, windaws, an air 
conditioner for the voting-meeting area, and a new or 
refurbished front dear. This is one of the line items ta be 
vated an. 

The Town report shows that the 1988 Budget was 
cverspent by a considerable ameunt. The Board was very 
concerned about this, but things happened that were not 
planned for. Upon campletion of the upstairs of the Town 
Hall, we found that the roof was leaking and that much of 
the roaf was rotten. Consequently abcut $25008.90 had te be 
spent for redoing the roef. The underground electric and 
telephone cables cast mare than anticipated. We had te 
remove a large gascline tank that was buried on the east 
side of the building, which was unexpected. The Ruaqq Brock 
Nete was paid off and was not in the budget. About $7941.08 
was spent to insure that we would have Ambulance service far 
the Town, and was net planned for. Each year we have taxes 
that are net collected in that year, which causes us te not 
receive as much revenue as @xpected. These taxes are 
eventually collected, but there is a lag in time before 
they are paid. 

The Beard Of Selectpersons has enjoyed serving you this 
past year, and look forward to taking care of and salving 
the preblems that will arise in 1989.

FRANKLIN COUNTY HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
19th Annual Report 


It has been a year of challenges for Franklin County Home 
HYeaith. At a time when Medicare was threatening deniais and 
cutbacks, the Agency was able to successfully justify a 3% incre 
in visits. Fine tuning documentation is the name of the game tc 
ensure delivery of care to those elderiy folks most fragile, ill 
amd at risk of permanent institutionaiization. New pnenerwork 
Sictated by Medicare presented an initial hurdle that has been 
continuously overcome as staff bravely tackle yet another barrier to 
caring for patients and families. ‘Their persistence has resulted in 
our getting back our waiver of Liability and living our commitment 
to delivery of a strong home care system. The medicaid waiver for 
in-home services has assisted six level If (nursing home eligible) 
individuals. It has prevented institutionalization mostly by 
expanded hours of homemaker service. The value te the individuals 
is impressive; the bureaucratic precess from admission to billing 
has been unwieldly, cumbersome, and time consuming.

The Hospice Pregram served a small group of 15 patients and 
families inespite of ithe distribution of a Hospice brochure to ali 
area physicians and referring hospitals. In November last year, the 
program's spiritual directors invited area churches to participate 
in Hospice Sabbath and wrote guest editorials to explain the 
program. They also organized a six week Grief and Recovery 
Workshop, attended by 30 people. It was very clear that bereavement 
takes time, and the process of recovery may be as long as three 
years. An ongoing support group continues to offer acceptance and 
encouragement. It has been a credit ts Staff to have our hospice 
recognized and used as a model by other agencies around the State as 
they contemplate Medicare certification. 


Education and promcection programs of the Agency keep pace with 
cur commitment to home care. If we can influence young people to 
take responsibility te be well and stay well through diet, exercise, 
and a balanced life style, there will be less disease for us to 
treat. Industries are fast recognizing that an investment in their 
employees' health results in greater productivity, and profits. 
Coincidentally, the State law to ban smoking in the workplace has 
the potential to decrease chronic lung disease and lung cancer 
dramatically. Other screenings occur in pharmacies and industries 
for blood pressure and cholesterol abnormalities, as well as at the 
Senior Centers. And, of course, with 95 couples attending 
childbirth preparation classes, we can truly say we serve folks from 
the cradle to the grave. 
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Initial fundraising efforts have raised almost a third of our 
goal. Our need for new office space is critical if we are to be 
efficient in our delivery of service. Overcrowding, noise, space 
limitations hold us back from realizing our potential. 


In summary, the Board, the Staff and community volunteers have 
continued to contribute significantly to health care in Franklin 
County. Recognition by individuals, towns and United Way enhance 
our financial well being to stretch our resources where they are 
most needed. We are very grateful for that opportunity.

These town assessment 
monies will be applied to any pilot project developed by the 
Recycling Committee and approved by the State for 40% funding 
Of “Gapi tal costs.
